United States and Japan 
go— into effect today, at which time 
ako new treaties between Japan and 
nearly all of the oonntriee of Europe 
aud some of the Sooth American re pub­ 
lic* alto go into effect. 
It is on event of 
far-reaching importance in the relations 
between Japan and the United States, 
ae it do—away with the treaty methods 
which have been In rogue for nearly SO 
years and substitutes an entirely new 
method of procedure. 
The same is true 
in the relations of Japan with other 
countries. 
Taken as a whole the many 
new treaties which go into effect today 
pine— Japan onau entirely new footing 
with the world at large, as she Is recog 
nixed for the first time as an equal in 
every respect. 
The trinty with this colin try was 
made Now. 22, 1804, In Washington, be­ 
tween Secretary Gresham and Minisink 
Hu reno, who th«u represented Japan 
hora 
The changes it made were so far­ 
reaching that it was determined the 
treaty should not go into operation amil 
July 17, 18W9. 
J utero Horn ara. the present Japanese 
minister iu Washington, wa* seen at the 
Japanese legation yesterday aud gave 
an interesting outline of the more im­ 
portant features of this arrangement. 
He —id: 
'The 17th of July marks the turning 
point in the diplomatic history not only 
of Japan, but of the oriental countries 
In general. 
It will bt the first in.-unoe 
in which the western powers hate rec­ 
ognised the fall sovereignty of 
an 
oriental *tate. 
This action of the en­ 
lightened net iou* of Europe and Amer­ 
ica shows that if any country is ready 
to assume a fall share in the respond 
butty and affairs of the world at large, 
the— old and enlightened powers are 
rawly to admit such a country to full 
comity among nations. So wo regard 
the advent of this treaty as a very im­ 
portant Hap. not only for Japan, bot 
for all the nations of the east. 
“The ooontn— with which Japan 
bus made new treaties are tile United 
States, Grant Britain, Germany. France 
liu—la, Austria, Italy, Spain, Purl agal, 
Belgium, HoTlr.nd. Denmark, Sweden 
and Norway, Switzerland and Peru. 
AU of th*— go into elf cot today except 
those with France and Austria, which 
are deferred until Aug. 4 
With most 
of Hmm— countries Japan had treaty re­ 
lations before, bat lucy were crude and 
nu satisfactory. 
To understand the change it is nee- 
try to look at the system under the 
ald treaties. 
This was eaten daily baaed 
on two principles: First, that foreiga 
residents In Japan shall enjoy the prix- 
lieges of extra territoriality; that is, 
they should bo amenable to the laws 
and Jurisdiction of the consul bf their 
own country,,and not to Japanese juris­ 
diction; aud, second, that foreign resi­ 
dents in Jupiu\ shall be confined to cor* 
cf wdil 


there was no protection in tile case ut 
an infected foreign whip. 
The only ex­ 
ception to this refusal to recognize Jap­ 
anese law was thfi United States, which 
recognized from the first tho binding 
force of the Japanese law. 
“One of the bad effects of this system 
was that foreign residents had entire 
immunity from taxation. The Japanese 
paid all tho taxes. 
AH this has now 
disappeared and foreigners have the 
same privileges as well as the same ob­ 
ligations as the Japanese citizens, no 
more and no las*. 
The first step in the 
now system is to put an end to the old 
fiction of extra territoriality, by which 
fproigu citizens wert' judged ny differ­ 
ent standards from Japanese. 
"The socond essential thing is the 
opening of the entire interior of Japan 
to foreign residents and trade. 
Until 
now then* have been only five treaty 
ports, 
Yokohama, 
Nagasaki, 
Hobe, 
Hakodate and Nigatu. 
In these places 
foreigners had been able to live, to pur* 
cha.-'' property and to trodo, but out.-tide 
of these they could not oven travel with­ 
out a special permit 
These five places 
are an insignificant part of Japan.

— The pronuncia­ 
mento recently issued in tho oily of 
Matanzas, signori "Betancourt” and call­ 
ing upon Cubans to prepare to hurl from 
the country the "crafty eagle,” as they 
had removed the “haughty and hungry 
Spanish lion,” is now believed by mony 
to have been the production of the civil 
governor of Matanzas. 
The reasons for 
thi*i view are not very convincing, but 
Senor Betancourt has not positively de­ 
nied the authorship, and it is notorious 
that he has expressed almost identical 
sentiments heretofore. 
Ho once used 
language closely resembling that of the 
“proclamation ” in the presence of an 
American brigadier general and an 
Arn neon colonel. Both officers believe 
it quito probable he wrote tho appeal. 
If not its author, then, in their judg­ 
ment, ho was cognizant aud agreed to 
the use of his nome. Many Cuban offi­ 
cers of high rank are also satisfied Senor 
Betancourt was in some way intimately 
related to the publication and the circu­ 
lation of the address to the people of 
Matanzas. General Wilson, military 
governor of the Matanzas-San ta Clara 
department, will doubtless ask the civil 
governor for an explanation in case 
there is no denial from him.
